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WILMINGTON, N. C. 

Nuisances— Depositing or Burying Offensive Matter Prohibited. (Ord. Mar. 12, 

1912.) 

Section 1. That on and after the date of the passage of this ordinance it shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to deposit upon the surface or bury- 
beneath the surface of the soil within the limits of the city of Wilmington any human 
excrement, carrion, putrid or decaying animal matter of any sort whatsoever. 

Sec. 2. It shall also be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to bury beneath 
the soil within the limits of the city of Wilmington any carcass or body or any part 
thereof. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined $50 for 
each and every offense. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances heretofore passed by the council of the city of 
Wilmington in conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed. 
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
